A BE NEV OLE NT DESPOTISM 


VV It BN a government is without the power to control the be­ 
havior of its nationals and citizens of other nations are endan­ 
gered within its borders by the unrestrained lawlessness of crim­ 
inal elements, it is necessary for other governments to protect 
their nationals, and to do this it is sometimes wise B> consider 
the setting up of a benevolent despotism. 
The American Association of China and the American Cham­ 
ber of Commerce in that country are asking that something of 
this kind lie attempted now. 
Tile Chinese government is unable 
to contr.ii the lawless elements, and Americans and other foreign­ 
ers living in China conclude that conditions are dangerous and 
are comparable to the period .just previous to the Boxer rebellion. 
The Americana in China are asking that the government of the 
United States cooperate with the British government in an effort 
to control conditions so that the lives and property of foreigners 
may be safeguarded. 
When such demands art made upon a government by the 
citizens who are engaged in business in other lands, people are 
sometimes inclined to think that such demands are made for the 
purpose of having the home government stand behind the enter­ 
prises of its citizens in foreign countries. 
To a certain extent 
this is right and proper. Citizens of the United States who are 
engaged in lawful business in foreign lands are entitled to the 
protection of the government at home, and when their lives are 
threatened by lawless and uncontrolled elements in a foreign 
country, whose government is unable to cope with the situation, 
citizens of the* I Bited Slates have a right to appeal for the pro­ 
tection of their own government. But there have been times when 
smr.ll matters have been raised to the status of international 
quarrels through foreign interference in the affairs of another 
country. Small disorders have been used in such cases as an ex­ 
cuse for the homeland to step in to protect its nationals, and the 
motive has not always been protection, it has sometimes been 
commercial advantage. 
There is every reason ti believe that Americans in China 
are endangered at this time and that something must be done to 
protect them from the threat that comes from tho lawless elements 
in China, which the Chinese government through its weakness is 
unable to restrain. In such a case it may be necessary to set up 
a benevolent despotism. Law and order must be secured by some 
power equal to the task of securing it. America may have to take 
a hand in Chinese affairs and if this happens it is to he hoped 
that the despotism may be benevolent. The United States stands 
high in the esteem of the better elements in China today and if 
this country loses this esteem China’s respect for western civili­ 
zation will be destroyed and the future will be fraught with 
danger. 
The better people in ( hina are in laver of the intervention 
of the governments of the United States and Great Britain and 
it is to be hoped that these governments will act in time and bo- 
fore the conditions develop into an explosion of the character of 
the Boxer rebellion.

A BENEVOLENT DESPOTISM 


W hen a government is without the power to control the be­ 
havior of its nationals and citizens of other nations are endan­ 
gered within its borders by the unrestrained lawlessness of crim ­ 
inal elements, it is necessary for other governments to protect 
their nationals, and to do this it is sometimes wise to consider 
the setting up of a benevolent despotism. 
The American Association of China and the American Cham­ 
ber of Commerce in that country are asking that something of 
this kind be attempted now. 
The Chinese government is unable 
to control the lawless elements, and Americans and other foreign 
ors living in China conclude that conditions are dangerous and 
are comparable to the period ju st previous to the Boxer rebellion. 
The Americans in China are asking that the government of the 
United States cooperate with the British government in an effort 
to control conditions so that the lives and property of foreigners 
may be safeguarded. 
When such demands art made upon a government by the 
citizens who are engaged in business in other lands, people are 
sometimes inclined to think that such demands are made for the 
purpose of having the home government stand behind the enter­ 
prises of its citizens in foreign countries. 
To a certain extent 
this is right and proper. 
Citizens of the United States who are 
engaged in lawful business in foreign lands are entitled to the 
protection of the government at home, and when their lives are 
threatened by lawless and uncontrolled elements in a foreign 
country, whose government is unable to cope with the situation 
citizens of the United States have a right to appeal for the pro 
tection of their own government. But there have been times when 
small m atters have been raised to the status of international 
quarrels through foreign interference in the affairs of another 
country. 
Small disorders have been used in such cases as an ex­ 
cuse for the homeland to step in to protect its nationals, and the 
motive has not always been protection, it has sometimes been 
commercial advantage. 
There is every reason to believe that Americans in China 
are endangered at this time and that something must be done to 
protect them from the threat that comes from the lawless elements 
in China, which the Chinese government through its weakness is 
unable to restrain. 
In such a case it may be necessary to set lip 
a benevolent despotism. Law and order must be secured by some 
power equal to the task of securing it. America may have to take 
a hand in Chinese affairs and if this happens it is to be hoped 
that. the despotism may be benevolent. 
The United States stands 
high in the esteem of the better elements in China today and if 
this country loses this esteem China’s respect for western civili­ 
zation will be destroyed and the future will be fraught with 
danger. 
The better people in China are in favor of the intervention 
of the governments of the United States and Great Britain and 
it is to be hoped that these governments will act in time and be­ 
fore the conditions develop into an explosion of the character of 
the Boxer rebellion.
